FROM OUR ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT 
THE PLANETS. 


ERCURY is an evening star all the 

month, and sets at nearly the same 

hour, 4.40 to 4.53 p.m., all through 

November. He is at his greatest eastern 

elongation on December 3rd, and may be 

visible to the naked eye, setting as he 
does more than an nour after the Sun. 

Venus is an evening star, and is enter 
ing upon a period of great brilliancy. 
She will be emphatically the star of the 
evening during the coming winter and 
spring. She sets within a few minutes of 
5 p.m. all the month, and is near 
Mercury. Both planets may be seen low 
in the South-West during the closing days 
of this month and the first week ól 
December, Mercury being a little below 
Venus, The brighter planet will form a 
useful mark to find her more elusive nn 
panion. If the unaided eve is unable ‘vo 
discern Mercury, a pair of binoculars will 
be found useful. 

Mars is still an evening star, but 's 
usually unobservable, owing to twilight 
and his faintness. On the 19th, however, 
he comes into very close conjunction with 
Venus, and will be within the same tele 
scopic field as the brighter planet. He 
should then be easily visible with a low 
power or with the aforesaid very useful 
binoculars. The three planets will be 
very near neighbours during the latter 
half of November. Beyond the satisfac 
tion of finding them, however, there 1s 
nothing to be seen on any of them. 
Venus, the most conspicuous, presents a 
small disc almost destitute of phase. 

Jupiter rises well before midnight on 
the 1st, and before 10 p.m. at the end of 
the month. The observer who 
even a moderate telescope will be able uo 
spend many pleasant hours with tue great 
planet, and its satellite system, during 
the coming months. The points of most 
interest to the telescopist in the system 
are—(1) The ever-changing positions and 
configurations of the satellites, which are 
easily seen with even the smallest and most 
unpretending of telescopes; (2) their 
eclipses and occultations; (3) transits of 
their shadows across the face of tha 
planet; (4) the surface detail of the 
planet himself, cloud belts, spots and their 
changes. These four classes of phenomena 
are here arranged in order of their difh- 
culty of observation, and consequently 
of the telescopic power required for their 
study. A good three-inch telescope will 
enable its possessor to see all four, but 
naturally the best views are reserved for 
more powerful instruments, and the New- 
tonian reflector, in its ‘nodern form, with 
-silvered glass mirrors, is noted for ts 
efficiency in revealing delicate planetary 
detail. | 

Saturn sets in the early evening hours, 
and little can now be seen of him. 

Uranus can be found, as described in 
these Notes for October and September. 
near the small star, Epsilon Piscium. 1f 
the star be located, Uranus will be foun 
a little south-east of it. He has been seen 
several times in the last few weeks by the 
writer with a pair of common Galilean 
binoculars with 2-inch object glasses. 
Prismatic glasses are not quite so £0? 
for faint objects, because of the loss 5 
light in the prisms. With a 3-inch 
telescope he shows a small fuzzy blue disc, 
rather like a planetary nebula.

THE SUN. 


On the night of the 12th October we 
were surprised by a sudden visitation of 
the Aurora Borealis. he usual arch of 
pale primrose light spanning the northern 
sky was unusually bright, and, after per 
sisting for an hour or more, it sprayed 
upwards in a corona of searchlight beans, 
which played around the zenith for 
another hour before finally disappearing. 
The aurora is usually connected with solar 
activity, and, therefore, on the day follow- 
ing the telescope is turned on the Sun, In 
expectation of seeing some interesting out 
burst. The present time is near a sunspot 
minimum, and anything of the sort 1s un- 
expected. On the 135th, near noon, the 
Sun was examined with the) 6-inch 
equatorial, but its surface was. almost 
without a stain. Only two very tiny pin- 
hole-like specks could be seen on the 
entire disc. Obviously, then, either a 
solar disturbance may occur which 1s 1n- 
visible to our instruments, or else there 
may be a bright aurora without an excit- 
ing cause in the Sun. It 18 a fact that 
displays of the aurora are increasing in 
frequency in the British Isles, and will 
continue to increase for many years to 
come. The Magnetic Pole, which is the 
focus of these displays, is not geographic- 
ally fixed, but travels around the Pole of 
rotation of the Earth, in an irregularly 
circular path, ‘taking about 300 years to 
make one circuit. About the middle of 
last century it was in the neighbourhood 
of Prince Albert Sound, in 110 degrees 
West longitude and latitude 70 degrees 
North. Since then it has moved so far 
Kast that it is now in 80 degrees West 
longitude, and the same latitude, near 
Davis Straits, between Greenland and the 
North American Continent. In the next 
half century it will have crossed Green- 
land, and be somewhere in the neighbour- 
hood of Iceland, quite near our shores 
We shall then be in or near the region 
of maximum auroral frequency, and the 
‘Northern Lights ” will be as familiar 
to us as they now are in the Arctic.

It 
will be found near the point of the Giant's 
sword. All the stars in this region are 
entangled in wisps of nebulosity, while 
double, multiple, and coloured stars 
abound. The stars of the Belt, designated 
as Delta, Epsilon and Zeta, in their order 
from West to East, are all doubles. Zeta 
is a particularly fine pair, the companion 
star being of a strange hue of mauve 
Lambda. in the head, and Rigel, in the 
foot of the fizure, are interesting doubles, 
also Eta. a little below Delta. Near Zeta 
is the extraordinary Horse’s Head Nebula, 
a mass of black cloud, like a lump of 
thundercloud, projected on a background 
of bright wisps spangled with stars. This 
is, however, practically beyond the reach 
of the telescope, and only visible to the 
sensitive plate. Orion lies at a distance 
of some 800 light vears from us, but some 
of its outliers are much nearer, and there 
is reason to believe that some members of 
the Orion group of stars lie beyond us on 
the other side, so that our Sun may 
be actually within the constellation 
Orion. The Orion stars belong 
mostly to the Helium class, of very hot 
stars. compared to which our Sun is quite 
cool, having a surface temperature of only 
some 6.900 degrees Centigrade, while Rigel 
is as hot as 20,000 degrees. 


LIGHT FROM THE STARS. 


A recent paragraph in ‘‘An Trishman’s 
mentioned that the promoters of 
the Chicago World’s Fair are planning 
to have the lights turned on and the 
machinery set in motion by the light from 
the star Arcturus. The great Yerkes 
telescope will be trained on Arcturus, and 
the beam from the star directed on a 
photo-electric cell. The plan is quite 
feasible, and the light will not be at all 
so feeble as the diarist states. Many vears 
ago the presert writer tried an exper!- 
ment to see how far the light from Sirius 
would be visible. when concentrated bv 
an 8-inch telescope. At 60 vards from 
the eve-piece the circle of starlight was 
easily seen when protected on a_ white 
Now. an 8-inch mirror is 1.600 
times the area of the pupil of the human 
eve, and gathers that much more : light. 
The Yerkes object-glass is 40 inches in 
diameter. or five times as much as an 
8-inch, and its light-gathering power will 
he twenty-five thet of 
the smaller instrument. It will, therefore. 
eather 40.000 times as much light as the 
human and there will be an ample 
supply to work the photo-electric cell, 
which. by the way. does not generate 
electricity. It works by the power of light 
to reduce the electrical resistance of certain 
substances, in this case selenium. The 
selenium. coating of the cell blocks the wav 
of an electric current. till lictht falls on 
it. and, its resistance being much lowered, 
the current passes through.

I see that M. Alfred Savoir, the 
prominent French playwright, has been 
giving it as his opinion that the coming 
of the “ talkies” has saved Europe 
from American domination. ‘‘ Before 
talking films were introduced,” he: said, 
““ Americans were lords of the earth, with 
an empire greater and more solid than 
that of Napoleon, because they ruled over 
men’s souls.’”' Had the silent film 
endured for ten years longer, he believed 
that America would have had universal 
domination greater than Popes or 
emperors had ever imagined. The habits 
and thoughts of mankind would have been 
shaped and controlled by the directors of 
the American cinema business. With the 
introduction of the “ talkies,’’ however, 
all countries were placed upon level terms, 
and the languages and culture of Europe 
were no longer at the mercy of the lords of 
Hollywood.

OPENING OF MUSICAL 
SEASON.

The spacious Members’ Hall at Ballsbridge 
was crowded yesterday afternoon for the 
first of the Royal Dublin Society’s musical 
recitals this season. The programme 
arranged for the season appears to old 
habitues of the recitals to be one of the 
most attractive ever put forward by the 
Society. Seldom before has the season s 
list promised so many artists, whether 
soloists or chamber music groups, whom 
musical folk in Dublin want to hear. Í 
remember no list. that gave me greater 
prospect of musical enjoyment. 

Classics of orchestral music naturally were 
the staple fare at yesterday’s recitals, but 
modern work was not excluded. In the 
afternoon Colonel Brasé secured a brilliant 
performance for Mr. Harold R. White's 
fantasy for orchestra, entitled “ The Opium 
Fater.” The Philharmonic Society gave this 
work its first performance at one of its own 
concerts last year, and the fantasy then was 
judged to be a work well worthy of further 
bearing. Yesterday those hearers who had 
heard ‘‘The Opium .Eater’’ before, and 
knew its shane and tenor, were able to 
enjoy more fully the many charming details 
of the music, which is the happiest example 
of its composer’s imagination and technique 
in orchestral writing yet heard in public. The 
idea of the fantasy is quite clearly expressed, 
and the episodes are attractive in themselves 
and well varied. One of the episodes is a 
iichly coloured Oriental scene, and another. 
which seems to mark the peaceful fading of 
the dreamer’s vision, is soothing movement 
for strings; my own favourite in the series, 
however, is the fascinating and charmingly 
scored waltz movement. 

At the beginning of the afternoon recital 
the orchestra gave a performance of 
Beethoven's ‘“ Leonora’? No. 3 Overture that 
started most impressively, but afterwards 
failed to do full justice to the conductor's 
intentions. The famous trumpet call on this 
occasion missed the due effect of inspiration 
—for one thing, the trumpeter had not 
managed to find a place where his notes 
would sound distant—and there was a want 
of brilliance in the violins’ tone in the 
jubilant passages nearer the end of the Over 
ture. 1 hasten to say that the violins did 
some very pretty work in the course of the 
delightful performance of Mozart's G minor 
which followed. In the Minuet movement of 
the Svmphonvy we were able to hear the 
woodwind group by itself and to note with 
pleasure that the Army musicians who assist 
the Philharmonre Society in that department 
are still a valuable element in the orchestra. 

The concluding work in the afternoon pro- 
gramme was the “ Tristan and Isolde ” 
Prelude with the orchestral arrangement of 
Isolde Liebestod music joined to it. In this 
the orchestra was heard to the greatest 
advantage. The later recital, with an entirely 
different programme, wa‘ distinguished by 
Mrs. Boxwell’s performance as pianoforte 
soloist in the ‘“‘Emperur’*® Concerto~ of 
Beethoven.

BIG IMFROVEMENT SCHEME. 


The Belfast Corporation has under con- 
sideration a proposal to widen the lower 
section of Upper Donegall street, 
the most important approaches to the city 
centre. This part of the 
turns into Roval avenue, is greatly con 
gested, and during rush hours the cross 
roads formed by Upper and Lower 
Donegal! streets, Royal avenue and York 
street are frequently blocked by motor 
cars, trams and other vehicles. This 
work, which is part of a great improve 
ment scheme, will entail the demolition of 
several big buildings, but it will be some 
time before it is begun, the idea being to 
proceed with it when opportunity offers.

: The Shannon Scheme. 


During recent weeks there has been an 
insistent rumour in Dublin to the effect 
that the Electricity Supply Board is con- 
templating an early increase in the price 
-of Shannon current. This possibility was 
foreshadowed by Mr. McGilligan in Dáil 
Eireann last July, and there seems to be 
little doubt that the project is receiving 
earnest consideration by the Board. The 
scales of charges for electricity under the 
Shannon Scheme are governed by Section 
21 of the Electricity Supply Act of 1927. 
which stipulates that rates shall be fixed 
in such a way as to enable the revenue of 
the Boari, on and after January 1st, 1933, 
to cover all working costs, interest and 
sinking fund on moneys advanced, and 
such sums as the Board may think fit to 
place to reserve. Lest this consummation 
should prove to be impossible, the Govern- 
ment was careful not to fix January Ist, 
1933, as the ultimate date, but added the 
saving phrase “ or such later date as the 
Minister for Finance may provide.” Since 
that Act was passed the Shannon Scheme’s 
development has exceeded all hopes. The 
continental experts declared that the 
scheme would become economic with an 
annual output of 110,000,000 units, and it 
is estimated that the actual output next 
year will be 144,000,000 units. In these 
circumstances, it is difficult to understand 
why rates should be increased. The 
greatest load is in Dublin, and the Dublin 
consumer knows that when the city under. 
taking was annexed by the Electricity 
Supply Board a handsome profit was bein 
made. Not only in Dublin proper, but 
also in Pembroke and Rathmines, elec- 
tricity charges would have been reduced. 
instead of heightened, if the Supply Board 
had not interfered. The country consumer 
is in an even worse case, and any attempt 
to increase the charges will cause much 
dissatisfaction.

Changes in Trade, 
The Times quotes some significant com. 
parative figures in regard to British over- 
seas trade for the vears 1913 and 1931. 


Their message is depressing ; for they indi- |

degradation. During the first eight months 
of 1913 some £190,000,000 value of food, 
drink and tobacco was imported into the 
country ; for the same period of this year 


the figure was more than £264,000,000. 


The export figures of manufactured goods | 


in 1915 and 1931 respectively are 
£278,485,000 and £198,844,000. Thus in 
respect of these two items Britain to-day 
is about £155,000,000 poorer in her visible 
trade balance than she was in 1913. More 
sinister than the fact is its alleved cause. 
which, according to the experts, can be 
found in the redistribution of wealth in 
favour of the working classes. It might 
have been thought that such a redistribu- 
tion must have made itself felt in increased 
purchases of cheaper foods, such as bread 
and margarine. Actually the reverse has 


happened. Since 1913 the annual imports | 


of chilled beef have increased by nearly 
4,000,000 cwt., while the imports of 
margarine have diminished from 1,518,297 
cwt. to 846,093 cwt. Other commodities 
tell the same tale. It can be seen, thera- 
fore, that redistribution of wealth—by 
means of the dole and social services—has 
not operated to the nation’s collective 
advantage. Yet it is an ill wind that 
blows no good to anybody. If the British 
workman is determined to buy better 
merchandise than he can afford, at least 
he will mitigate his fault if he buys im- 
perially. Here we may mention that 
Britain's yearly purchases of butter have 
risen from 4,139,028 cwt. in 1913 to 
6,828,427 cwt. in 1930. Whatever steps 
the new National Government may take 
to redress the trade balance, they are not 
likely to include any tampering with the 
import of imperial foodstuffs, and it 
appears that the Irish farmer will have 
only himself to blame if he fails to reap 
a rich harvest from the mildest im prove- 
ment in Britain's condition.

This statement was made to an Jrish Timea 
reporter by Mr. 8. Freeman, of the Irish 
Hospitals’ Trust, last night. 

_ Mr. Freeman went on to point out that 
it was unreasonable on the part of those sub- 
scribing to leave over their subscriptions 
until the last minute. Such a policy was of 
n> advantage, and its oniy result was to 
strain the resources of an organised machine 
lo a very critical point. There is absolutely 
no advaniage in counterfoils being received 
at the Jast moment, because the last counter- 


foils received will be mixed with those re- 
ceived early. 


EXHAUSTED CASHIERS. 

The announcement that the cashiers at the 
receiving dépédts had become exhausted 
caused no surprise to anyone who had _ know- 
ledge of the work which they had been called 
upon to transact during the past week. 

From Friday last the pressure at the 
receiving dépéts has been very great. Satur- 
day and Sunday saw no lightening of the 
work, and yesterday from eight o'clock until 
the closing of the offices at half past seven 
never ending queues were lined up in Dame 
street and in Abbey street of people from all 
parts eagerly waiting to hand in money and 
counterfoils. Krom many countries they had 
come, the cross-Channel boats for the last 
week carrying increasing numbers of visitors 
daily. 

At six o’clock, when it had been hoped to 
close the offices, there were still hundreds 
of people waiting, and eventually, when the 
Trust officials decided to cease work and 
extend to those who were waiting special 
facilities for cashing in to-day, there were 


still hundreds to be dealt with. : 
THE PRIZE FUND. 


Exactly what the total amount available 
for the prize fund will be the officials could 
not last night say, but it is almost safe to 
assume that the aggregate will reach the 
enormous sum of two million pounds. On 
Friday last, when the last official statement 
was issued, the amount received was 
£1,400,000. The odd £400,000 had been 
received in the week previous, but the rush 
of the past three days has been over- 
whelming, and there is every reason. to 
believe that the total will pass the £2,000,000 
mark. 

Working this out on the £100,000 unit 
basis, it will mean that there will be twenty 


‘such units, and that twenty tickets will draw 


first prizes valued at £30,000 each, twenty 
will draw second prizes valued £15,000 each, 
and twenty will draw third prizes of £10,000 
each. Drawers of all other horses not

M. LAVAL’S TASK. 


M. Laval received a demonstratively 
cordial welcome when he reached Paris 
yesterday on his return from Washington, 
and he is to report personally to his 
Cabinet to-day on the results of his 
journey, remarks The Times editorially. 
The enthusiasm of the Paris crowds can 
be well understood ; for it has become in- 
creasingly clear since M. Laval sailed from 
New York that the visit to President 
Hoover has been satisfactory from the 
French point of view. 

It soon became apparent in Washington 
that no arrangement could be made by 
which France would reduce her armaments 
in return for a promise of American help 
in the event of aggression, and accord- 
ingly the French view seems to have been 
accepted that the French Government 
must be its own judge dí what forces are 
necessary for the defence of France. It 
was further agreed that the Young Plan, 
though suspended, is still in force, and 
that the French right te receive, at least, 
the unconditional payments at the end of 
the moratorium year remains unimpaired. 


GERMAN SOLVENCY. 


The first problem that must squarely 
be faced—and this really concerns 
Great Britain and the United States 
more closely than France—is how 
German solvency is to be maintained 
when the short-term credits become due 
for payment, proceeds The Times, Various 
schemes have been put forward, of which 
that proposed by the Belgian banker, M. 
Francqui, in favour of an Internationa! 
Credits Bank, seems to deserve careful 
consideration. An alternative suggestion 
is understood to have been made by the 
French expert, M. Rist; but the success 
of either method must really depend, first 
and foremost, upon the establishment of 
Franco-German relations on a basis of 
mutual confidence. 

In so far as that is the aim of M. 
Laval, he will have the cordial sympathy 
and support of British opinion, public 
and official. It is known, too, that Signor 
Grandi, during his recent visit to Berlin, 
expressed the hope of his Government tha” 
the German Government would consider 
sympathetically any practica) scheme of 
collaboratien. The initiative is in the 
hands of France. If M. Laval will develop 
his proposals on broad, constructive and 
not too rigid lines, he may yet save a 
situation which is daily becoming worse. 

The economic stability of Europe is at 
stake. A great responsibility lies on the 
representatives of France and Germany in 
the forthcoming negotiations. The main- 
tenance of German solvency is the first 
and essential condition of any concerted 
action for Furopean reconstruction.

BELFAST MILK 
“WAR” SCENES. 
DELIVERY LORRIES 
ATTACKED. 


POLICE GUARDS FOR 
DRIVERS. 


FREE STATE MILK FOR 
BELFAST CHILDREN. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


ORE exciting scenes were witnessed 
this morning in connection with the 
milk “war” in Belfast. Ihe dispute is be- 
tween the Ulster Farmers’ Union and the 
Milk Retailers’ Association. The farmers 
demand an inerease of fourpence per 
gallon for the winter months in the price 
of milk, and the retailers refuse to increase 
the amount now paid—namely, 1s. per 
gallon. 
The retailers declare that many farmers 
are willing to supply milk at this price, 
and they do not wish to raise the price of 


i milk to the consumers during the present 


period of depression. 


FIGHT WITH POLICE 
GUARDS. 


People in some districts near Belfast 
have laid themselves out to prevent the 
retailers from collecting milk from those 
farmers who are willing to supply it at 
the existing price. Many of the lorries 
leaving the city this morning carried police 
guards to protect the drivers, but this did 
not prevent them from being attacked. 

At Rickamore, near Templepatrick, Co. 
Antrim, a vehicle was held up by seven 
men in a motor lorry, one of whom was 
armed with a hatchet and the others with 
sticks. They declared their intention to 
empty the cans, and immediately started 
the attack, but the driver and his police 
guard succeeded in beating off the attack. 


MILK DESTROYED. 


Large quantities of milk left in cans for 
collection by vans were seized by men and 
emptied on the roadside in the Glen- 
gormley district, and in other areas trees 
were felled, blocking the roads and pre- 
venting milk carts from getting to their 
destinations. Near Saintfield, Co. Down, 
the police were engaged for the greater 
part of Sunday in sawing through these 
obstructions and clearing the roads. 

To-day there was a shortage of milk in 
Belfast. Those farmers who retail milk 
and Grade A establishments were able to 
supply their customers with the usual 
quantities. The Belfast Co-operative 
Society, which supplies about one-third of 
the total milk distributed in the city, were 
able to allow their customers only one-half 
of their usual quantity. In other cases 
there were similar restrictions. 

The farmers’ organisation is particularly 
strong in the North Antrim district, and 
when the co-operative lorries arrived this 
morning they were not able to secure the 
usual supplies. 


PICKETS CHASED BY POLICE 


This evening large forces of police were 
sent to the disturbed areas, and the 
authorities claim that they have the situa- 
tion well in hand. A number of arrests 
have been made, and this is having the 
effect of smashing up some of the pickets. 
Flying squads of pickets, however, are 
patrolling some of the roads. 

At Ballyclare road a co-operative lorry 
heavily laden was held up, but information 
was conveyed to a police patrol, and 
when it appeared on the scene the pickets 
decamped, and the lorry was escorted to 
the city by the police. 


“WE ARE WINNING.” 


Mr. Wright, secretary of the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union, interviewed by our 
Belfast representative to-day, said—‘‘ We 
are tightening up our organisation to stop 
supplies. We are winning all along the 
line, and victory is in sight.”’

MILK FROM FREE 
STATE. | 


The dispute was referred to at the 
meeting of the Belfast Corporation this 
afternoon.

Alderman Pierce said that milk from 
the Free State was examined, and there 
was no reason to believe that their Free 
State friends and neighbours would send 
milk to Northern Ireland without first 
putting it through the usual process. (A

“We have as much faith in the Free 
State in that matter as we have in any 
other people.” concluded the alderman.

EVIDENCE OF 
STABILITY. 


MR. DULANTY’S TALK TO 
ENGLISH TRADERS.

Me: J. W. DULANTY, High Com- 
missioner for the Irish Free State. 
was the guest yesterday at a luncheon 
in Manchester attended by a gathering ot 
representative professional and business 
men. Mr. H. Burgess was in the 
chair. 

In reply to a toast, Mr. Dulanty, in a 
brief description of the Irish Free State, 
said it would be recalled that that State 
owed its existence to an international 
Treaty signed by the plenipotentiaries of 
Great Brtain on the one hand, and of 
Ireland on the other, which Treaty was 
ratified by a Statute of the British Par. 
liament and a Statute of the Provisional! 
Parliament of Ireland. 

The position of the Irish Free State 
in the British Commonwealth of Nations 
was, therefore, not quite the same as that 
of New Zealand or other members of the 
British Commonwealth. In the House of 
(Commons Mr. Asquith—as he then was— 
actlaimed the settlement of 1921 as a 
‘great international pact.” adding that 
he used the phrase advisedly. 

A recognition of the Irish Free State’s 
international status was seen in its elec- 
tion to the Council of the League of 
Nations. It had Ministers to-day at 
Washington, Paris, Berlin and the State 
of the Vatican City. In return they re- 
ceived American, French and German 
Ministers, who had been appointed by 
their respective Governments to Dublin. 

The Irish Free State concluded com- 
mercial and political treaties with other 
States, and they attached importance to

the fact that in the constitutional sphere 
their position was not static, but dynamic. 


ON THE LAND. 


The Irish Government having completed 
the work of establishing the farmers on 
their lands, not as tenants, but as owners 
in fee-simple, were now engaged on the 
much more difficult task of helping them 
to get the best out of the land. There 
were signs that they were succeeding. 

‘Manchester provision merchants had 
borne testimony to the great improvement 
in the quality of dairy produce shipped 
from Ireland. After their own home 
market they sought to sell their goods on 
the British market, and as they considered 
these goods were right as to quality and 
price they had, they felt, a certain claim 
on the British buyer. Was it realised 
that for the nine months ended September 
30 last the Irish Free State bought more 
textile goods than certain of the (on- 
tinental countries who received so big a 
share of the Lancashire provision trade? 

Irish Free State orders for boots and 
shoes in the same period were nearly ten 
times more in value than those Continental 
countrées put together. Similarly, if the 
purchases of British motor cars, cycles, 
tyres, etc, from the foreign countries of 
the whole world were put together, they 
would not equal in value the purchases of 
such British goods by the Irish Free State. 


SOMETHING IN RETURN. 


Contracts from his Government for 
textile and other manufactured goods had 
been placed with no less than nineteen 
firms in Manchester and district. These 
work-giving, wage-finding orders the Irish 
were glad to give to Britain, but it should 
be remembered that ‘‘ Buv British “ was 
a recommendation upon which the Irish 
Free State could act only in so far as the 
British in return bought Irish. 

Just as the value to Britain of Ireland’s 
trade was not always appreciated on this 
side of the Channel, so the investment con- 
nection was not always clearly realised. 
In so far as it was possible to estimate 
what could not be directly computed, he 
thought it could be shown that whilst 
British investors had a capital investment 
in the Free State of about one hundred 
millions, the Irish Free State investors 
had a capital investment in Britain of 
about two hundred millions. With an 
income tax reduced from 5s. to 3s., low

surtax and estate duty rates, and sub- | 


stantial imperial preference in their low 
tariffs, they offered every inducement to 
an extension of the trade between Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

’ The finances of the Trish Free State 
whether regarded from the fiscal point of 
view or that of the revenue, had been care- 
fully managed since 1922, and were an 
evidence of the stability of the country. 
They could show a balanced Budget, a low 
scale of taxation, first-class credit, and a 
solvent unemployment insurance fund—no 
bad record after ten desperately trying 
years.

HE appeal of Lord Kylsant against a conviction and sentence of twelve 
months’ imprisonment in the second division at the Old Bailey last 


July, in connection with a prospectus of the Royal Mail Steam Packet 
Company, of which he was chairman, came before the Court of Criminal 
Appeal in London yesterday. The hearing was adjourned until to-day. 


Lord Kylsant, who had been on bail, arrived at the Law Courts with 


his son-in-law, the Earl of Coventry. 


Lord Kylsant was again allowed 


bail, and at the end of the day s proceedings left in a private car, which 
was waiting at the back of the building. Great public interest was taken 


in the proceedings. 


Sir John Simon spoke over four and a half hours on behalf of Lord 


Kylsant, who sat in an adjacent room. 


Counsel contended that every 


word in the prospectus was an absolutely truthful statement. 


The Attorney-General, Sir William Jowitt, replying, said that what 


was meant by the use of the word 


‘“ false “ was a document which, by 


stating some things and omitting others, created a false impression. 


The judges were Mr. Justice Avory, Mr. Justice Branson, and Mr. 


Justice Humphreys. 


COUNSEL AND THE INDICTMENTS.

Kylsant’s appeal, began by saying— , 


““ Your lordships have, no doubt, read the 
papers in this case. I will continue the 
matter by saving that the indictment con- 
tained three counts, each one of which was 
framed under a section of the same Act of 
Parliament, Section 84 of the Larceny Act, 
1861. The offences alleged in the first and 
second counts were charged with having 
been committed with another gentleman 
named Morland, and on these counts the 
jury acquitted both the accused.

Sir John added that if Section 84 placed 
the penalty of the criminal law upon 
everybody who issued a prospectus unless 
he put in every fact that might influence 
a shareholder's judgment, then Lord 
Kylsant was wrong. He submitted that 
it was quite a wrong view.

im a reference te the manner in which the 
oat crop is dealt with after the harvest 1s 
gathered, it was revealed that only twenty 
per ceat. of the total annual yield found its 
way to the market. The remaimder of the 
crop was retained on farms for feeding stock, 
and it might be assumed that satisfactory 
arrangements were made for the storage of 
this quantity m lofts or by holding the 
corn in stacks. The prmcipal buyers—oat- 
meal millers and gram merchants—usually 
bought the greater part of their require- 
ments mm the autumn and early winter 
months, and stored the oats for use 
required. 

BETTER AVERAGE PRICE. 

Many witnesses had claimed that, under 
the projected tariff, there would be a tendency 
on the part of the farmers to hold over their 
grain wotil spring, and that, as a result of 
the more extended and orderly marketing.

A MONTH OF EXTREMES. 


- 


October was a queer month of mixed 
weather, as is shown by the Dublin 
meteorological report for the month. The 
warmest day was the 4th, when the tempera 
ture rose to 70 degrees Fahrenheit, almost 
five degrees above the maximum in the 
previous October. The wettest day was two 
days later, when the rainfall totalled 0.22 
of an inch. Altogether rain fell on eleven 
days, although the total for the month was 
only 1.39 inches, compared with 3.2! 
inches im the corresponding period of last 
year, 

Towards the end of the month there was 
a succession: of frosty nigits. On gix occa- 
sions 30 degrees Fahrevheit or less was re 
corded, the coldest night being the 26th, with 
a gross temperature of 20 degrees Fahrenheit.

Stx,—May 1 once more remind your readers 
of tne sufferings of the poor and the un- 
employed, intensified as they soon must be 
by wintry weather’? As one in daily touch 
with their awful need, I earnestly appeal to 
the newly constituted Poor Law Board not 
to fail to arrange that the poor and their 
Guardians meet face to face at some stage 
of the proceedings when inquiries are being 
made into their circumstances. ‘“Seemg s 
believing,” but without this proof the pre- 
sent depths of misery are incredible to many. 
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Give human sympathy its chance, lest, undet |

sears ago His pension pays his rent (5s.)

That spells 
starvation. Everything has gone in the 
home. Two bedsteads remain, but no bedding 
and no blankets; the children are half-naked, 
with no boots and shoes. The elder childrer 
go to school and get some food there. To- 
day, I hear, the food ticket is stopped. and 
they may be forced into the Union and lose 
their home, while half the cost of keep- 
ing them there would keep them happy in 
their own home. Is not this deplorable’ 
The separation of the children from their 
parents is the worst of it; but why such un- 
necessary suffering and such uncalled for 
expense? Why cannot Dublin have the same 
freedom from the workhouse that the rest 
of ireland enjoys, where both widows, with 
children, and able-bodied men, wita 


dependent families, can only be relieved by | 


home assistance? ‘‘ The aim of all beards 
of guardians should be, if possible, to keep 
every pauper child outside the workhouse.”’ 
This quotation is from the annual report of 
the Local Government Board for the 3st 
March, 1906. Is the present anguish al! that 
self-governed Ireland can provide for her 
unemployed and her poor after a quarter of 
a century? 

Is there no hope of a standard of relief 
which will. keep the wage-carner fit for work 
when it comes? The Free State pays a 
family only half the sum in weekly relief. 
and something less than half. of what is 
paid in England. M.J. and family would 
receive over £2 a week there, less one-thir | 
(2s. 8d.) of his pension. The wage-earner’s 
health, strength and skill are his whol: 
capital; if his health is wrecked, the cost 
must be paid eventually by the ratepavers. 
In England the income statutorily excluded 
from consideration by the boards of guardians 
is friendly society benefit not exceeding 5s 
a week and national health imsurance benefit 
not exceeding 7s. 6d. a week. 

A genuine concern for the Ireland of the 
future is a fair ground for the co-operation 
of all parties and classes in a united effort 
for the reform of the Poor Law and its 
administration when the promised Poor Law 
Consolidation Bill is produced. No reai 
reform can be looked for until the citizens 
of all classes take the matter in hand, and 
in reality themselves become the guardians 
of the poor. It is a sacred duty and a 
privilege which we have no right to delegat> 
to paid officials, except those under the 
direction of the elected guardians. The 
young people and the children are the Ireland 
of the future, and we have to work at once 
for the abolition of the hunger and the in 
sanitary conditions in which they «sre now 
forced to exist. Will the youth which 
dwells in happier surroundings lend a hand’ 
The need of clothing and boots and shoe; 
1s widespread and urgent. There are many 
hands ready and eager to work if materials 
were obtainable. What about organising 
entertainments to get funds, and arranging 
sewing parties to get some of the urgent 
work done? I feel sure that, if the youth +f 
to-day Were to take up the cause of the 
children, much lasting good might pe accom

IDEALISM IN TOWN PLANNING. 

In the course of an address on “‘ Ideal 
Town Planning.’ Mr. George § Beckett, 
F.R.1].A.J.. said that idealism must not only 
have due weight in afl projects of town 
development, but must be a 
and deciding factor. Shoals of objections, 
such as “‘ What about the hard times we are 
having?” rushed te the mind, but it was 
during hard times that great ideals found 
their most abundant fruition. Jt seemed to 
him that there was no real poverty but 
poverty of spit, end no real lack of re- 


source except that which came from lack of 


spirit. 
. TOWN DISFIGUREMENTS. 

“We are,” continued Mr. Beckett, “on 
the eve of great developments in this city, 
and 1 hope all through the State, in regard 
te the housing of those of our fellow men

and women whose financial resources do not 
permit them to build their own homes, and 
who, whether they, or we, like it, or not, are 
dependent on the community as a whole 
to provide homes for them. .... 
Neither greed nor convenience should have 
any power to prevent the most determined 
and unselfish efforts on the part of the whole 
community towards a solution of the problem 
before us that will not only satisfy the 
immediate material needs, but open ap a 
new and transformed outlook for the poor; a 
new and, better relationship between ail 
classes, and new and more hopeful conditions 
in regard to health and happiness generally. 

The amazing thing is that we are appa- 
rently content to put ap with many things 
that spoil the beauty that our cities and 
towns might otherwise have—for instance, 
the unnecessary onl costly flaunting adver- 
tisements that blazon themselves across some 
of our best buildings, and make ridicule, not 
only of the buildings themselves, but of the 
whole sense of scale and the dignity of the 
streets, and do infinite damage to the esthetic 
sense of the people. That this kind of thing is 
worse in other places Is no reason why we 
in lreland should tolerate it without strong 
protest 

'' Let us, in our planning, think and plan 
spaciously and nobly, and if we can do no 
more let us prepare the way, so that those 
who come after us may not have to undo 
our work, but may take it up where we lay 
it down and carry it on to greater perfec- 
(ion. The first essential is that we should 
take large views and adopt a courageous out- 
look. it may seem paradoxical to insist 
that a far-seeing and optimistic idealism is 
a sound practical pohcy, but the more | 
think of it the more sure I am that it is 
the veriest common-sense. The old saving 
is stall true, and will be to the end of time, 
‘Where there is no vision the people 
perish.”’ 

FAMILIES LYING ON STRAW BEDS. 

Sir Thomas Robinson, moving a vote of 
thanks, said that, while appreciating the 
views put forward by Mr. Beckett. he held 
that town-planning cou'd not be tackled suc 


cessfully without making compensation to. 


those who would be disturbed by the system, 
or without gross confiscation, on the other 
hand. Since he and Mr. MeGloughlin 
entered the Dublin City Council they had 
been doing what they could to solve the 
housing problem. 

There were families lying on straw beds 
in cellars, and for these the Labour mem 
bers of the Corporation wanted five-roomed 
cottages with a garden attached to each 
Instead of five-roomed houses these people 
were offered three roomed cottages with hot 
and cold water and a bath in each. These 
houses would cost the ratepayers 12s. 6d. per 
week, while the people who lived in rat- 
infested cellars and slept on straw, could pay 
only 2s. 6d. a week for the new houses. - 

THE PROBLEM. 

That was a problem to be dealt with. The 
solution was not easy. If thev did not 
build houses according to the rent that could 
be paid for them, then the ratepayers were 
in trouble. ' 2 

Thirty vears ago good three-roomed houses 
were built for £190 or £200, and thev were 
let at cs. a week. To-day such houses cost 
£500 to build, and the rent should be 12s. 6d. 
a week, but the man who occupied them was 
not able to pay more than 5s. a week. 

That was a terrible position. Were the 
Corporation to saddle the ratepayers with a 
burden of that kind? i 

Within the last few months the Cornora- 
tion had arranged for a loan of one million 
pounds, and they had a programme of hous. 
ing that would take that million within a 
vear. That million woud provide for one 
2.000 tumilies. while there were 
families in Dublin requiring houses. 

That was a far more serious problem than 
town-planming. This problem of the housing 
of the verv poor must, he said. he made a 
national claim, and not a narochial one. 

A 1913 PROMISE. 

Mr. Charles McGloughlin. seconding, re- 
ca'led an occasion in 1913. when there was a 
building strike in Dublin, and when the 
builders came to President Cosgrave. who 
was then a member of the City Cornoration. 
He was asked if he meant to build houses, 
no matter what they cost, and his renly was 
that he dul. vs 

He would put it to President Cosgrave 
now to redeem that promise, although he 
had in the meantime done a great deal. 
The Government had gone a long way. but 
thev had not gone far enough. The cost of 
building in the city was mainly connected 
with the cost of sites. He agreed with Sir 
Thomas Robinson that the honsing avestion 
should be a national concern, with some sma‘! 
contribution from the local body, say, abeut 
twenty per cent. 

The vote of thanks was passed. 

Mr. Beckett said that he believed that, 
properiy arranged, town-planning schemes 
would be reproductive, and would pay for 
themselves.

A GRAVE DANGER. 


Such was the world in which Hz 
thrived. Out of the ashes of traditienal behefs 
it sought to build a new social order. w hich 
would not be founded on the belief in a 
living God. This new religion of huma nits 
constituted a grave danger to (hristsansty 
at the present time. Hitherto Humaaisia 
was the theorv of a few thinkers: to-day it 
was a way of life for thousends. Humanism 
was identical with Russian Commeunism. -

chief attack from biology: at the present 
time it received this attack from psychology. 
With the birth of the new psychology had 
come an analysis of the religiows cons«ous- 
ness. And as a result of this analvsis had 
come the denial of God's reality.

DENMARK AND GOLD. 

The September balances of the Danish 
banks have been considerably influenced by 
withdrawals from abroad in connection with 
the suspension of the gold standard in 
England. In consequence the deposits of the

The 
directors also state that all branches of the 
business have been seriously affected by the 
falling off in overseas business. The trading 
profit, after providing for depreciation, bad 
and doubtful debts, and taxation, was only 
£21,234, as compared with £112,228 for the 

receding twelve months. After deducting 

ebenture interest, directors’ fees, etc., the 
balance carried to the balance sheet is £4,849, 
against £95,876, to which is addei £59,258 
bronght forward, making an available total 
of £64,107, which compares with £157,758 
a year ago. As announced a few days ago, 
the final dividend is to be paid on the 200,000 
£1 Cumulative Pref. Shares, making the full 
6 per cent. for the year, leaving £52,107, 
which is to be carried forward. othing is 
to he paid on the £250,000 of 74 per cent. 
Participating Prefd.-Ord. Shares, which re- 
ceived 9 per cent. for 1929-30, and, of course, 
there is no dividénd on the 300,000 £1 Ord. 
Shares, whereas 13 sa cent. was distributed 
a vear ago. On the last occasion £20,000 
was placed to reserve account and £5,000 to 
benevolent fund, but no appropriation is te 
be made this year for either of these 
accounts. 


WITHDRAWALS OF GOLD FROM U.S. 

The latest review of the National City 
Bank of New York, in discussing the question 
of foreign withdrawals of gold from the 
United States, points out that, while the 
movement itself has been regarded as a 
hysterical one, it is recognise that re- 
distribution of gold not needed in the United 
States will be helpful in restoring not only the 
world equilibrium, but more wholesome credit 
conditions in America. The gold lost has in 
effect been under foreign ownership through- 
out its stay in the United States, and it 1s 
considered a fortunate thing that the excess is 
being removed at a time when its withdrawal] 
causes the minimum of disturbance. Not- 
withstanding the loss of gold, the amount of 
** free '' gold in the Federal reserve banks at 
the time of writing is ross ge Mang large 
as before the movement started. e review 
also states that the co-operative efforts by the 
Government and leading banking interests to 
relieve the acute stage of banking difficulties 
reached early in October provided the feature 
in business in the United States during the 
month. Largely because of the demonstration 
of banking power and solidarity given, these 
difficulties are receding. Indications of re- 
viving confidence are the better tone of the 
Stock market. easier foreign exchange rates, 
subsidence of the gold export movement, and, 
most important of all, a decline of 24,000, 
dollars in money in circulation In the ijval 
week of the month. Although during Octo- 
ber business activity has shown some im- 
provement, it has been limited to ordinary 
seasonal increases. The heavy industries 
continue quiet, but resumption of operations 
by leading automobile manufseturers during 
November is expected to provide much-needed 
for eteei and other industries, The 
review contains a tabulation of earnings for 
the third quarter of the year in regard to
